Britain Brought Terror 

While David Ben Gurion said in 
Jerusalem that the Zionists would 
charge that Britain’s oppression 
had created and abetted terror in 
Palestine, at Lake Success word 
was that formal submission of the 
Palestine issue by Britain would 
take place this week, if the assent 
of France, the Soviet Union and 
China to a special session of the 
U.N. Assembly had been obtained 
by then. 

The British decided on Saturday 
to consult the other members of 
the Big Five, after U.S. approval 
had been secured. 

The special session is unlikely 
to be held before May, since af- 
ter receipt of the British note, 
the U.N. secretariat has 30 days 
in which to poll the member 
states on whether they favor the 
proposal. The special session 
must be called within 15 days 
after a majority of the 55 states 
have signified their assent. 

It is understood that Britain 
will suggest that the special ses- 
sion be restricted to preliminary 
discussions on Palestine and ar- 
rangements for setting up a com- 
mission which would investigate 
the situation and report its rec- 
ommendations to the next regu- 
lar Assembly meeting in Sep- 
tember. 

Meanwhile in Cairo the Arab 
Higher Committee threatened the 
U.N., declaring it would not abide 
by a decision contrary to their

munity The shortcomings, if any, are not due to lack of vision or 


boldness in the formulation of the proposals. 


They are dictated 


by the desire to unite rather than divide—to be realistic rather than 


doctrinaire.”

BOSTON—In reply to many ii 
quiries concerning the concert by 
Kirsten Flagstad on April 6, the 
Jewish Community Council of 
Boston called attention to several 
pertinent facts furnished by the 
Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai .B’rith, according to the 
Jewish Advocate of Boston. 


The information included the

STATE DEP’T ALARMED; NAZI 
BIAS INFECTING PERSONNEL

WASHINGTON—Anti-Semitic sentiments among the U.S. per- 


sonnel in Germany have reached such proportions that the State 
and War Departments are alarmed, it has been learned here. Of- 
ficials attribute some of it to the propaganda emanating from the 


non-Jewish DP camps, in which more than 850,000 persons reside. 


The extent of anti-Semitism 
among American personnel is il- 
lustrated by the fact that the 
State Department recently re- 
ceived a confidential cable from 
one of its consuls in Germanys 
who charged that Zionist migra- 
tion from Poland to the U. S. 
zone was Moscow-inspired. This 
cable, which shocked State De- 





partment officials, stated that pri- 
ority on the Jewish underground 
was given to Communist agita- 
tors so that they could infiltrate 
into the British zone and suppply 
pressure for Jewish migration to 
Palestine. It implied that the 
Zionist groups formed in the DP 
camps were in reality Commun- 
ist cells, 
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HIS is a columnist’s report to his readers on the state of 
American Zionism. It is just a little past its Bar Mitzvah stage. 

We Nd Zionism has accomplished wonders in colonization and 
in crea ¢ a new nation in Palestine. It has not shown any wonders 
in diplomacy. Zionist diplomacy until very recently was pretty 
immature and childish. 

American Zionism partook very little of “the creating effort of 
colonization, except by giving money in a philanthropic sort of way, 
and very little even of Zionist diplomacy. It was, however, a full- 
time partner in being infantile. 

But came the age of adolescence, hastened by the great tragedy 
in Europe. Did you ever see a pampered spoiled boy of twelve who 
is suddenly called upon to take care of his mother and brothers 
after his father’s death and a great tragedy in the family? 

* * os 

THE FIRST SIGNS of adolesence are not always pretty. Pimples 
and blackheads are not pretty, are they? That’s the Bergson boys— 
what a rash! And what a pussy, putrefying pimple they can be— 
take just a look at the answer—their weekly publication! 

However, pimples, when they are not too large, are not too 
ugly, and they can at least serve the useful purpose of letting the 
world know that the owner thereof has grown up. Time to make 
room for those fountain pens and bicycles and time to start working 
on the great speech, beginning with the words “‘Today I Am a Man.” 

One wrong way to treat pimples is to rub them and to irritate 
them unnecessarily and to feel too conscious about them, as some 
nervous adolescents do, and as the Zionists have too often done with 
the Bergson Boys. For instance, in Boston, the Zionists have suc- 
cessfully boycotted Ben Hecht’s play “A Flag is Born,” after all, 
the play is an excellent piece of Zionist propaganda. It’s what 
comes after the play that’s a bunch of lies—the claim that it is the 
Bergson Boys who brought 40,000 Jews into Palestine by illegal 
means. 

But let us leave the subject of Pimple Peter for another oc- 
easion.

WHEN THE RASH grew so big that it hid the face, the adoles- 
cent began taking healthy exercise and doing things. The pimples 
grew smaller. For the past three years or so, American Zionism 
has been active and effective, in an adolescent sort of way. But it 


_ has definitely passed the years of childhood. It has been throwing 


its weight about too much; it has been too boisterous, too super- 
ficial, too self-confident, too hasty, too tolerant—but it has been 
growing up, and it has been active. 

Serious and intelligent critics of the Zionist movement im Amer- 
ica would like to hasten the process of growing up, to point out 
mistakes, to show the better way to maturity. Unfortunately, time 
is of the essence, and the fate of Jewish Palestine, the fate of the 
Jewish survivors in Europe depends a great deal on how fast and 
hew well American Zionism will grow up, and what kind of an 
adult it will make. 


How is this process to be helped along? 
* oa * 


IN MY OPINION, we need more leaders of the stature of Sil- 
ver and Neumann: it is not good for such a great and vast movement 
to have only two leaders. Perhaps Silver and Neumann have been 
at fault in not attracting men of their stature—I don’t know. But 
I do know that the so-called opposition to the present leadership 
in the ZOA, headed by a group of past presidents, is not the way to 
maturity. It is an attempt, in my view, a hopelessly futile attempt, 
to bring back American Zionism to its childhood days, to its pristine 
beautiful innocent infancy. 

Oh, for those pure days of childhood Zionism in America, when 
all that mattered was who is going to be president; when Stephen 
Wise made a roaring speech and the speech was thought to be a 
Zionist achievement; when a Rosh-Hashanah greeting by a secre- 
tary to the President of the United States was considered to be 
an assurance of support; when Ed Kaufman had the ZOA moved to 
his own doorstep in Washington there to neglect it; when Louis 
Levinthal expounded the doctrine that Zionism is kosher because 
Brandeis said so; when there Was no feeling of the terrible urgency 
of a Zionist solution, no need to think, to evaluate, to worry. Oh, 
for the days, when you could think of Zionism as just another syna- 
gogue or another Talmud Torah or another sewing circle, and not 
as the great historic revolution in Jewish life. 

Oh for the days—But those days are gone and cannot return, 
and no amount of private meetings in the Commodore Hotel will 
bring them back. 

There is no guarantee that an adolescent boy will grow up to 
be a healthy intelligent adult. He may grow up to be a very sickly 
man; he may die. But never, never, never, will he become a child 
again. That much is certain. 


* » * 


I WISH there was an intelligent opposition within the ZOA, 
with a constructive program. But there isn’t any. The only man of 
the former leadership who understands what is going on within 
American Zionism, who knows what’s right in it and what’s wrong 
in it, who criticizes intelligently and constructively, is Louis Lipsky. 
But he consistently refuses to join an opposition which is nothing 
more than a motley conglomeration of disgruntled prima donnas. 
Their whole cry is that Silver and Neumann done ’em wrong. Maybe 
they have just grievances—so what? 

When Silver and Neumann were out of office, I heard complaints 
by some of their followers that somebody done me wrong. I was 
not impressed. I was impressed by the policy of Silver and Neu- 
mann. And I think that was the reaction of the rank-and-file. They 
did not vote Silver into office to redress a grievance. After all, people 
have bigger worries than that. They voted Silver in because they 
approved of his leadership. And they won’t vote against Silver and 
Neumann just because some leaders have been slighted or done 
wrong by, so long as Silver and Neumann, by their leadership ex- 
press the wishes and ideals of American Zionists. 

Who cares a hoot whether Silver did or did not give somebody 
a dirty look or whether Neumann did or did not reciprocate’for a 
favor?

ROME—The adoption today by 
the Italian Constitutional Assem. 
bly of the Concordat and Lateran 
Pacts, establishing Catholicism 
as the state religion is expected 
to have an adverse effect on the 
development of Jewish education 
and culture in Italy. 

The Pacts, originally signed by 
Mussolini and the Vatican in 
1929, provide, among other mat. 
ters, that the Catholic doctrine be 
taught in the public schoo) sys. 
tem and that Catholic schools re. 
ceive state financial support, 
They specifiically bar other re. 
ligious groups from receiving fi. 
nancial assistance. The Pacts, 
which now are law, prohibit any 
teachings in opposition to Cath. 
olic doctrine and make public at. 
tacks on these principles a pun. 
ishable offense. 

Last week a Jewish and Protes- 
tant delegation called on the 
president and a number of cab. 
inet officials to protest compul- 
sory Catholic education and re. 
fusal to aid educational facilities 
maintained by minority religious 
groups. It also asked full equal. 
ity of rights for all minorities, 
Although the Jews and Protes. 
tants will be permitted to main. 
tain their own schools, neither 
group has the means to operate 
an adequate school system. The 
delegation included Dr. Raffaele 
Cantoni, president of the Union 
of Italian Jewish Communities, 
and representatives of the Evan- 
gelical Churches and the Walden- 
sian Church.

*\CINCINNATI—That there is a deliberate attempt on the part 
of some to spread the concept of doom and despair in the Ameri- 
can Jewish community and that Jews are ignoring Judaism for 
“the great defense bodies, the overwhelming charitable causes, the 
various agencies centering around Palestine,” was charged by Dr. 
Allan Tarshish of Hazelton, Pa. Dr. Tarshish spoke at Founder’s Day 
exercises at the Hebrew Union College here. 


Declaring that the “apostles of doom have arisen,” Dr. Tarshish 
said: “Again the apostles of doom have arisen. On all sides the 
cry is heard: Europe is doomed, the Jews of Europe are doomed, 
the termites of anti-Semitism are crumbling the walls of American 
democracy, the Western world is doomed. In order to drive home 
the needs of foreign relief, the defense organizations, the Zionist 
cause, many speakers unwittingly and also wittingly are hammer- 
ing this concept of doom and despair into the hearts of the average 
American Jew. Others, out of plain despair, some with definite 
purpose are swelling this funereal chorus. So Jews are saying 
that if we must die, we shall not die on our knees in prayer, but 
rather on our feet, fighting. This has appealed to the imagina- 
tion and inherent courage in Jewish hearts, but it has led Jewish 
life into strange pathways. 


Accent Not In Hope, But Disillusionment 


“Already it has exerted a powerful influence upon American 
Jewish life. The imposing forces in the contemporary Jewish 
scene, which arouse the greatest interest, the largest mass meet- 
ings, enlist the greatest financial support, are not this College or 
other theological seminaries, the mission of Israel, the cause of 
social justice and progressive Judaism, but the great defense bodies, 
the overwhelming charitable causes, the various agencies centering 
about Palestine. 


“By and large our great leaders are not identified with piety 
and religious enthrallment, but are superb fund-raisers, political 
representatives, generals of defense armies. There is a tendency 
to deprecate and even mock American Jewish life and American 
democracy. American Jewish life is becoming dotted with schools 
and camps teaching pessimism and material force. The accent is 
not upon internal growth and basic hope, but upon disillusionment 
with the environment, upon funds and action for power politics 
and battle procedure. We must ask ourselves: have we not, under 
the impact of outward circumstances retreated to a new orthodoxy 
of force, power and materialism? .. . 


“Moreover we have made false conclusions in particular that 
have not been made in general. Trades unions, churches, freedom 
of speech, democfacy, crushed in Europe, did not produce the 
assumption that these were doomed, but rather that they were 
even more precious and that greater efforts must be made to re- 
establish and expand them. 


“It was realized that there wasn’t enough of democracy, free- 
dom of speech; there wasn’t enough of religion. So, because Jews 
were destroyed in Europe does not mean they have to be destroyed 
in America. We have developed a peculiar and ghastly non sequi- 
tur—because Europe failed, because Jews and Christians failed to 
integrate successfully in Europe, these failures must be accepted 
as inevitable and universal, we must accept as gospel the message 
of those who failed, we must repeat the steps they took in failure; 
we, too, must fail in integration and progress. This would be 
fantastic if it were not so tragic... 

“But today it is not we who must lean upon Europe. It is 
Europe that needs our example, our guidance, our help. The pen- 
dulum of progress is swinging westward, not eastward. A promi- 
nent Jewish historian has pointed out how unfortunate it was for 
Jewish life, that the Jews of Europe were invited eastward into 
Poland in the 13th and 14th centuries, just as the world was about 
to move westward into the great age of exploration and enlighten- 
ment. The Jews of today must not move again in the direction 
opposite from the course of history’s progress. .. . 


Sees New Age in Human Relationships 


“There are certain facts and basic trends of American history 
that cannot be gainsaid, that herald a new age in human relation- 
ships, that prove that this country IS different. This is the first 
great country in the world where religious liberty was imbedded 
in the constitution. This principle, our first president, George 
Washington, further amplified in a letter to the Sultan of Turkey 
in which he (Washington) said that this was neither a Christian 
nor a Mohammedan nor a Jewish country... . 


“Therefore it is for us, the American Jews, with the wealth of 
our budding life, with the support of fellow liberals, to lead our 
coreligionists throughout the world, not only in healing their bodies, 
but in mending their broken hearts and in reviving their spirits. 
We have a new Judaism, an American Judaism, based on the wis- 
dom of our ancestral faith and the spiritual power of American 
democracy, revitalized by Reform, with the optimism that comes 
from a large measure of integration, building new pathways of 
human understanding and social progress. Ours is a new Jewish 
tradition to offer the world.”

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Hungary Takes Steps 
To Forget Pogrom

BUDAPEST — The 36 persons 


who were arrested as the leadeis 
of the pogrom last August in the 
city of Miskole, during which two 
Jews were lynched and a Jewish 
policeman was killed in cold 
blood, have been released by the 
Hungarian authorities until a 
trial date is set, it was disclosed 
here this week. 


The pogrom took place in the 
wake of an anti-Semitic demon- 
stration in which over 25,000 par- 
ticipated. The two Jews, accused 
of violating price regulations, 
were lynched by a group of iron 
workers from the Diosgyer and 
Ozd camps while they were be- 
ing taken by police to a camp. 
The policeman, Arthur Fraenkel, 
was murdered on the following 
day when his investigation of the 
outbreak led to the arrest of 16 
of the pogrom participants.

“We cannot build an effective 
rabbinate together with reform 
and conservative rabbis. ... We 
must be firm in our stand that 
the Torah Shebaal Peh is our 
ruling standard — or there is 
nothing!” 





Nehru Blames Britain, 
But Says Land is Arabs

NEW DELHI—Peace in the 


Holy Land could be achieved if 
England withdrew her troops 
from Palestine and allowed the 
Jews and Arabs to settle their 
problems by themselves, Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru, vice-president 
of the interim Indian Govern- 
ment, asserted here this week. 

Speaking before the represen- 
tatives of 30 Asian governments 
and peoples, including Pales- 
tinian Jews, who attended the 
Asian Relations Conference, 
Nehru declared that “it is clear .

ND THE leader of the Israelites spake unto the rulers of 
the British Empire and said unto them: “Thus saith the 
Lord, the God of Israel: Let my people enter into the land which 
thou hast promised unto them, even in accordance with my cove 
nant.

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British Jewish Vets Tired of Taking Insults, Break Up Meetings

AST summer a Jewish war veteran and his 


friend were strolling through London. They 
were Gerald Flanberg, a British paratrooper who 
won the Military Medal at Arnhem, and Maurice 
Beckman, who delivered the goods during the war 
in the British merchant navy. They were startled 
to come upon a street meeting of the neo-fascist 
British League of Ex-Service Men and Women. On 
the platform the League’s fuehrer, a Mosleyite 
named Jeffred Hamm, was haranguing his listeners 
with veiled references to the “Jewish Menace.” 

Flanberg and Beckman, aroused at the insults, 
angrily began to heckle the speaker, and with the 
help of several sympathetic onlookers made it so 
hot for Hamm and his cronies that the meeting was 
broken up. With other Jewish vets whom they met— 
men like Alexander Blacke, an infantry captain who 
served s@ years in the Middle East and India, and 
Geoffrey Bernerd, who took part in the Commando 
raid at Dieppe—they made a practice of going around 
to fascist street corner meetings and using the same 
discouraging tactics. They kept running into Jewish 
veterans who aided them enthusiastically in their 
work. Fnally, a group of 43 decided something had 
to be done about the fascists who were capitalizing 
on the alarming anti-Semitic feeling developing in 
England as a result of the Palestine troubles. 

THEY WENT to the established Jewish organiza- 
tions and offered their active aid in combatting the 
fascist menace. But they were given no encourage- 
ment. The Jewish leaders warned the impetuous 
youths against meeting violence with violence and 


told them to restrict their activities to less active 
measures. 

Impatient against this restraining advice from 
their elders, the young veterans decided to branch 
out on their own. With a flair for drama, they took 
the name of “The 43 Group,” and adopted as their 
symbol a blue Star of David with their name super- 
imposed over it. Their motto is the quotation at the 
head of this article. 

They canvassed Jewish youth organizations— 
sports, religious and political groups—and appealed 
for volunteers. They now claim a membership of 
more than 500 in London and are setting up branches 
in the provinces. 

The 43 Group is not a military roganization, but 
members are subject to a certain amount of dis- 
cipline and all are given physical training. They are 
required to carry out duties such as taking part in 
20-man patrols that attend fascist meetings and 
watch their activities. Members do not pay dues; 
the organization is supported by donations from 
wealthy Jewish sympathizers, 

MEMBERSHIP is not restricted to veterans, but 
most of them are. Neither is it closed to non-Jews, 
but so far no Gentiles have applied. Officers are 
very careful about screening applicants. Several 
fascists have applied for membership, going so far 
as to learn some words of Yiddish in order to pass 
as Jews. One of the applicants claims to be a 
former member of the Irgun, but his application is 
being carefully considered. Girls also belong. One 
of them—a firebrand nanunandl Julia moggen—ciaims

the distinction of having slapped Jeffrey Hamm in 
the face when she met him in the street, and of 
having thrown a chair at Mosley in a pub. 

The 43 Group claims that by its active tactics it 
has discouraged the Mosleyite organizations from 
holding any public meetings in London since last 
November, except in the East End district of Beth- 
nal Green, their stronghold. As long as they are 
restricted to Bethnal Green, the 43 Group says there 
is no cause for alarm, but they send watchers to 
every meeting to note what the speakers say. One 
of their members—Blacke—brought a court action 
against fascist Duke Pile for having cried “Kill the 
Jews” and “Burn the Synagogues.” Pile won the 
case because, Blacke charges, the police officers 
present at the meeting were not telling the truth 
by denying what they heard him say. 

THE GROUP keeps a file of the activities of fas- 
cist organizations. Recently it exposed a carpet-clean- 
ing company that sent cleaners to the homes of 
prominent Jews in order to spy on them. It also 
brought about the resignation of a prominent fascist 
from a small airline that was sending planes to Ma- 
drid, where many Nazi leaders are now living. 

The group is non-political. Members include 
Zionists and non-Zionists, conservatives and radicals. 
They are not opposed to the work of the other Jewish 
defense organizations, but they feel there is a defin- 
ite need for someone to do the work they are doing. 

“We have fought fascism on the battlefield,” ex- 
plains Chairman Geoffrey Bernerd, “and now we 
have proved fascism can a be fougnt at home.”

HE title of this volume is 

Te teins This is not only 

i book on the Zionist movement, 

‘put a comprehensive history of 

the growth and development of 

Palestine since 1918, to the pres- 

ent. As such it is an important 

piece of work, of value to the 
layman and scholar alike. 

From an academic point of 
view, “The Period of Aspiration,” 
Part I, makes exciting reading. 
Throughout the 2,000 years of 
exile, the Jews never abandoned 
the hope of re- 
turning to their 
ancient home- 
land. A new and 


vigorous i m- 
petus to this 
yearning was 


given by a group 
of brilliant Jew- 
ish thinkers who 
zealously preach- 
ed the rehabili- 
cation of Eretz Israel as the road 
to true freedom for the Jew. Leo 
Pinsker’s “Auto-Emancipation” 
and Moses Hess’ “Rome and Je- 
rusalem” are Zionist classics, 
whose message is more authen- 
tic today than when first deliver- 
ed. 

“The Period of Preparation,” 
which is a record of Jewish 
achievement in Palestine from 
1918 to the present day. Here 
again infinitey more than mere 
growth and development are de- 
picted. The steady and mounting 
British opposition to a Jewish 
homeland, culminating in the 
White Paper of 1939 which bra- 
zenly prohibited the sale of land 
to Jews and practically stopped 
Jewish immigration, is described 
at length. 

The Jewish contribution to the 
military victory of Great Britain 
and her allies in World War II 
is a thrilling chapter. When 
contrasted with the open sym- 
pathy and_ collaboration of 
Arab leaders with the Nazis, the 
measure of British ingratitude 
becomes staggering and incredi- 
ble. Even during the bitter con- 
flict, when the Jews were aiding 
Great Britain in every way, the 
British did not relent a single 
iota from the execution of the 
White Paper, and allowed ships 
loaded with refugees to sink rath- 
er than permit Jews to enter the 
Holy Land. The Struma and 
Patria prove conclusively the one 
British objective—to liquidate the 
Jewish homeland. Had not the 
Jewish resistance in all _ its 
branches fought the British on 
every front, the likelihood is that 
Palestine today would be another 
Arab land, or more accurately, 
another British possession, like 
Transjordania. 





TO THIS American edition a 
valuable chapter has been added 
on American Zionism by Bern- 
ard C. Richards. Few men are 
more intimately acquainted with 
the development and growth of 
Zionism in America, not only 
with Zioinism but with its lead- 
ers, past and present, than is Mr. 
Richards. The chapter is a his- 
torical record of abiding import- 
ance. 

The appendix contains a few 


exceedingly important docu- 
ments, e. g. “The Feisal-Weiz- 
mann Agreement,” ‘The Man- 


date for Palestine,” “The Jewish 
Population of Palestine,” ‘The 
Anglo - American Convention,” 
“The Pittsburgh Program,” “The 
Biltmore Program,” and what is 
of tremendous importance, ‘The 
Arab Territories in Palestine.” 
Serious and unpardonable is 
the omission of the verdict of 
the Mandate’s Commission of the 
League of Nations, rendered, I 
believe, in 1939, holding Great 
Britain guilty of violating the 
Mandate—a decision which ren- 
ders British rule in Palestine il- 
legal, without status or standing, 
before the eyes of the world. 
The British in Palestine are the 
“jllegals,” not the Jews, for 
whom_it is as much a home as 
London is for an Englishman. 
Unusually significant and re- 
vealing are the pronouncements 
of the British Labor Party and 
its leaders on the subject of Pal- 
estine. In 1944 at the annual con- 
ference of the British Labor Par- 
ty, none other than the present 
Prime Minister, Mr. Attlee, 
moved this special resolution on 
the subject of Palestine, which 
was unanimously adopted: 
“Here we have halted half way, 
irresolute between conflicting 
policies. But there is surely nei- 
ther hope nor meaning in a Jew- 
ish National Homeland unless we 
are prepared to let Jews, if they 
wish, enter this tiny land in such 
numbers as to become a majority. 
There was a strong case for this 
before the war. There is an ir- 
resistible case now, after the un- 
speakable atrocities of the cold 
and calculated German Nazi plan 
to kill all Jews in Europe. Here 
too, in Palestine, surely is a case, 
on human grounds and to pro- 
mote a stable settlement, for 
transfer of population. Let the 
Arabs be encouraged to move out 
as the Jews move in. Let them 
be compensated handsomely for 
their land and let their settle- 
ment elsewhere be carefully or- 
ganized and generously financed. 
The Arabs have many wide ter- 
ritories of their own; they must 
not claim to exclude the Jews 
from this small area of Palestine, 
less than the size of Wales. In- 
deed, we should re-examine also 
the possibility of extending the 
Transjordan. Moreover, we 
should seek to win the full sym- 
pathy and support of both of tle 
American and Russian govern- 
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ments for the execution of this 
Palestinian policy.” Thus spoke 
Attlee in 1944. 

And IN 1945, Hugh Dalton, 
now Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
an exceedingly important person- 
age in the Cabinet, declared at 
the British Labor Party Confer- 
ence held at Blackpool, on behalf 
of the national executive: 

“Having regard to the unspeak- 
able horrors the Jewish people 
have suffered, it is morally wrong 
and politically indefensible to re- 
strict entry to Palestine of Jews 
desiring to go there. Not all 
Jews may desire to go. It is for 
them to decide. The Palestine 
problem does not concern the 
British government alone. There 
should be close agreement and 
cooperation between Britain, 
America, and Russia, particular- 
ly if this can assure a settlement 
not only in Palestime but in sur- 
rounding countries. If the settle- 
ment is to stand firm and un- 
shakable, it is indispensable that 
steps be taken to get common 
support for policy giving a free, 
happy and prosperous Jewish 
state in Palestine.” 

In view of these solemn declar- 
ations by Attlee and his associ- 
ates, is not our world ruled by 
men without honor, whose word 
is not to be trusted? -Can such 
men bring peace to a broken and 
shattered world? 

The cheapest argument against 
Zionism, resurected in our own 
day by the Lessing Rosenwald 
clique, is that of dual allegiance.

cause, the 


late Jacob H. Schiff had the in- 
solence to accuse the great 
scholar of this “sin.” How 


shameful that an ordinary Jewish 
layman should have had the au- 
dacity, the chutzpah, to accuse 
a great teacher in Israel of dis- 
loyalty! 

Since that day the subordina- 
tion of the rabbi to the layman 
has gone from bad to worse. and 
in our own time has reached dis- 
astrous proportions. While lip 
service is universally paid to the 
rabbi, real authority is exercised 
by lay leaders, and woe to the 
rabbi who defies or challenges 
them! If these were intelligent, 
consecrated, conscious of the 
real issues in Jewish life, their 
leadership would be tolerable and 
enlightened. In most instances, 
however, Jewish lay leaders are 
woefully ignorant of Judaism 
and anything but consecrated. 
The rampant and vulgar secular- 
ism which has emptied Jewish 
life in our land of any spiritual 
content is only one of many un- 
happy consequences of this de- 
plorable condition. 

This digression does not lessen 
the importance of this splendid 
volume on Zionism, a story not 
of a movement, but of the re- 
conquest of Palestine by the Jew- 
ish people, re-conquest not by 
the sword but by the plow, 
a phenomenon truly unique in 
the annals of peoples.

HE qustion of whether Brit- 
"' ae will accept the recom- 
mendations of the United Nations 
with regard to Palestine is the 
main issue now, Under the pro- 
visions of the U.N. Charter the 
mandatory power must first 
agree to accept the decisions of 
the United Na- 
DIPLOMATIC tions before sur- 
NOTES rendering its 
mandate... Thus 
a situation could develop where 
the U. N. General Assembly 
might make recommendations 
with regard to Palestine which 
would be unacceptable to Britain

when the Anglo-American Com- 
mittee on Palestine made _ its

them” . . .On the whole Crossman 
is filled with forebodings over 
the Jewish problem outside of 
Palestine, especially in the east. 
ern European countries . . .There 
he says, the Jews have the bare 
choice of either ceasing to live 
as Jews or of leaving their na. 
tive lands .. . The author pre. 
dicts that if the present tendency 
of dividing the world into a Com. 
munist and anti-Communist bloc 
continues, the Jews of the dis.

insecure .. . In an anti-Commun. 
ist bloc, he points out, the ideol- 
ogy of anti-Communism might 
very soon encourage anti-Semi- 
tism as it did in Germany .

MET the man on the bus. It was after one 

of those long-winded Jewish meetings and 
you know how it is after you’ve gone through 
that. You are glad to get home and resign 
yourself to bed without any delay. The many 
speeches you have had to take have almost 
beaten your poor brains out and you have a 
terrifice headache, 

That night the meeting had been specially 
tiring, what with some of our most persistent 
and tireless orators holding the stage, giving 
exhibitions of the volume of their voices. Me? 
I have no wit, no elo- 
quence or voice to show 
off and sit humbly in 
the back seat, taking it 
all. So you can under- 
stand how tired I was 
and how impatient with 
the slow progress of the 
bus as it rumbled along 
_to my home and bed. 
Home! Bed! And dreams! 
True, in my dreams I have at times found 
myself in a Freudian fantasy of being down- 
town without any shoes or socks on but this, 
while -dreadfully embarrassing, is not any- 
where near as painful as having to attend 
meetings and listen to our loudest speakers. 

Yes, busman, let’s quickly to bed and rest.

THE FACE of the man in the bus was like 
that. Maybe it was because I was still bemused 
by the magnificent Yankee that I couldn’t help 
remark to myself, this man looks like another 
one of the magnificents.

I mention mountain- 
top because the man’s bearing contained that 
dignity.

It was then that I first looked at him and 
noticed his bright eyes and the dignity of his 
countenance, still youthful, though.

On first acquaintance you bring 
up the weather and on a winter day you say, 
it looks like snow, doesn’t it? 

His mentioning morality at first crack found 
me unprepared and all I could do was to nod.

If he had mentioned the weather I would have 
had something apt and smart, considering we 
were still in the grip of winter.

“Yes,” he went on, “there are a lot of ide- 
ologies but no morality. Social and econmoic 
charts to Utopia without any mercy, kindness 
or compassion in them.

And science without 
moral sanctions is like the madness of a mad- 
house turned loose. God must be called back 
to the councils of men. Do you believe in God, 
sir, or do you call him something else, like 
Truth or The Force or All Good? It’s all right 


with me. I think I have seen Him in all the 
times.” :

THE MAN SAID in all the times he had 


seen transgressors of moral law overtaken by 
retribution, as was promised by the divine au- 
thority. ...

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ASSOVER holidays are not complete without a featherlight 
P cake! Here is one that always makes a big hit. It is a welcome 
variation from the spongecake customarily served, and you’ll find 
it is not a bit complicated to make and bake. 

Passover Nut Cake . 
1 lemon, juice and grated rind 
2 tblsps. matzo cake flour 


9 eggs 

9 tbIsps. sugar 

1 cup finely ground almonds 
(or other nuts) 

Beat egg yolks till light colored and creamy. Add lemon juice 
and grated rind, folding in evenly. Beat egg whites, adding sugar 
gradually while beating till stiff. Combine both and fold in the 
ground nuts. Lastly blend or fold in the cake flour and turn into 
an ungreased spring form. Bake 45 minutes at 325’ F or till nicely 
browned. This makes a large cake. Serves from 10 to 12. 

6 large apples, pared 1 lemon, juice and grated rind 
¥% cup fine matzo meal or cake’ 8 eggs 
fiour (plus a dash of salt) % cup shredded almonds 

Grate apples and add beaten egg yolks. Stir in matzo meal, 
jlemon juice and grated rind. Beat egg whites stiff and fold in al- 
ternately with the shredded almonds. Bake in a spring form 40 to 
45 minutes at 350’ till lightly browned on top. 

Serve hot with lemon sauce or plain. Serves 8. 

Lemon Sauce for Passover Pudding 
2 Jemons 4% cup water, 
% cup sugar 2 eggs 

Beat egg yolks and sugar with a rotary beater in top of double 
boiler. Add lemon juice and cook over hot water till thick. Stir in 
hot water and cook over direct heat, stirring till clear and smooth. 
Fold in beaten egg whites and grated rind of about half a lemon. 

Matzo Farfel Toasties 
2 eggs . 2 tbisps. melted chicken faf 
1 cup matzo Farfel % tsp. salt. 

Beat eggs and salt well and stir in Farfel till each bit is well 
coated. Stir in the heated fat and turn into a shallow baking pan, 
spreading the Farfel evenly. Bake at 350’ F till a golden brown. 
Stirring once or twice will result in more evenly browned Farfel 
Toasties. Excellent for soups. 


Crisp Matzo Meal Pancakes 


boiling hot 


3 eggs 1 cup matzo meal (Approx.) 
% cup cold water Hot melted shortening for deep 
% tsp. salt frying 


1 small onion 

Beat eggs well and stir in cold water, salt and enough Matzo 
meal to make a batter stiff enough to drop from the spoon. Heat 
the shortening and add the onion cut into halves. Remove onion as 
soon as the fat begins to bubble in the deep frying pan and drop 
the pancake batter in from the spoon, patting each down evenly. 
Let fry till well browned on under side before turning with a fork 
to brown. Remove from fat and drain well. Serve with applesauce 
for dessert or with meat gravy for main dish. 

Matzo Pancakes, Basic Recipe 
% tsp. salt 
% cup shortening 
1 scant cup Matzo meal 
1 tsp. lemon juice 

Soak broken matzos in cold water to cover and squeeze dry as 
soon as soft. Heat shortening and add, stirring well. Cream eggs, 
sugar, salt and lemon juice, and combine. Stir in enough matzo 
meal to make a smooth batter that will drop from the spoon. Heat 
a frying pan and grease well. Drop balls of the mixture and fry 
till browned evenly on both sides. Sprinkle with sugar and cinna- 
mon if desired and serve while hot, or reheat if necessary. Serve 
4 to 6. 

Variations can be made by turning the mixture into well greased 
muffin pans and baking at 350’ F 15 to 20 minutes or till browned. 
Or, by adding chopped nuts or raisins or both. 

Meat Filled Matzo Cakes 

Prepare the mixture as above, omitting sugar. Let stand at 
least 1 hour. Prepare any chopped meat—soup meat or chicken 
breast cooked tender is excellent for this purpose—and add a little 
browned onion or Grieben. Wet the palms of the hands before 
forming the matzo mixture into balls, make a depression in center 
and fill with some of the chopped meat. Close by patting together 
into a thick pancake and fry or bake till browned on both sides. A 
good way to utilize leftover meat!

In connection with my conten- 
tion that the time has come for 
American Judaism to devise a set 
of standards, I want to reprint a 
letter and parts of the answers 
to it from Louis Rittenberg’s 
“Liberal Judaism.”

“To the Editor of Liberal Juda- 
i*- ism: 

; “As a constant reader of your 
publication, I should like to pre- 
sent a problem that has perplexed 
me for some time. My daughter 
recently married a Christian. She 
called on our rabbi (with whom 
we all feel very friendly) and 
asked him to perform the mar- 
riage ceremony in our home. At 
first, he wanted my son-in-law 
converted. When that was un- 
availing, the rabbi wanted a 
pledge in writing that any chil- 
dren of the marriage would be 
reared with a Jewish education. 
“This is the sort of thing that 
the Catholic Church exacts in the 
case of mixed marriages, but we 
were all a bit aghast that this 
dictum should come from a pro- 

-fessed liberal, the rabbi of the 
largest Reform congregation. I 
might also add that my family 
has been affiliated with the tem- 
ple for more than 75 years. While 
I expected no special dispensa- 
tion in these matters, the rabbi 
claimed that his hands were tied 
by a policy ordained by the Re- 
form rabbis of Cincinnati. It was 
all very vague! I should like you 
to give me the following infor- 
mation: 

“1. Who sets the policy for 
these matters of marriage be- 
. tween Jew and Christian? 
os “2. Of what permanent value 
is a conditional pledge made by 
moral coercion? For there would 
have been a 50-50 chance that 
my daughter’s loyalty would 
have her children cleave to her 
philosophy. But now she feels re- 
buffed and a bit embittered. It 
was a Unitarian minister who 
officiated, but any of the min- 
isters of the liberal Protestant 
faiths would have served. 


“3. Why must we Reformed 
Jews be more hide-bound and 
regimented by outworn sectarian- 
ism than the Protestant sects? 

“4. What was to be gained by 
this rabbi’s decision? 

“The problems of mixed mar- 
riages will confront us more and 
more, as we broaden our con- 
tacts. It is a situation that should 
be faced intelligently. We should 
have outgrown that feeling of 
astonishment generations ago. 


“The rite of marriage per- 
formed by a rabbi is a Jewish 
rite. It is not a non-sectarian rite 
nor merely a civil rite. It jis, 
specifically Jewish ‘acco 
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the laws of Moses and Israel.’ 
The reason for asking a rabbi to 
officiate is not that our ceremony 
is beautiful and meaningful but 
because our ceremony is religious 
—Jewish. To most Jews it is the 
only valid marriage rite for the 
establishment of a Jewish family. 


“For a rabbi to officiate at a 
marriage which misses this es- 
sential element completely, in 
which there are no Jewish con- 
victions or hopes, would be hypo- 
critical and dishonest unless, of 
course, he takes the very precau- 
tions to which the lady so ve 
hemently objects. Otherwise he 
is a party to making a complete 
farce of a solemn Jewish religi- 
ous rite. 

“It would thus be immoral. A 
rabbi is not ordained to ‘preside 
at the liquidation of Judaism.’ 
He dare not debase so deeply 
significant and solemn an event 
as a wedding ceremony. The oc- 
casion is not exclusively per- 
sonal. Nor even merely family. 
It has much wider social impli- 
eations. Jews have responsibil- 
ities to their faith and their 
people as well as to themselves. 
Foremost among them is _ sin- 
cerity and devotion in every re- 
ligious act.... 

“Therefore, we say to the 
couple: Be married by a judge or 
a justice of the peace; your 
marriage will be valid and your 
children legitimate; no one will 
question your right to marry. 
But you cannot expect that a 
rabbi will give the blessing of 
Judaism to a marriage which will 
tend to weaken Jewry and Juda- 
ism, as is evidently the fact since 
the Gentile party to this mar- 
riage refuses to entertain the 
thought of accepting Judaism.” 

What has happened here is 
that the rabbis took a deter- 
mined stand. In my opinion if 
the rabbis took stands similarly 
strong, a great deal of the con- 
fusion now prevalent in Jewish 
religious practice would be elim- 
inated. I contend that Jews to- 
day do not know what is ex- 
pected of them, and a result 
either feel guilty or become 
totally non-observant. There is a 
growing belief among _ rabbis 
that something should be done in 
this respect, and The Post hopes 
the sooner, the better.

A predecessor in the 
same office some thirty years ago 
was Hyman Liberman, whose 
term was also one of generally 
acclaimed success.—The Jewish 
Chronicle, London. 
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Russia’s Part In Saving Jews In World War Ul 


OMEWHERE between the positions of Jacob 

Lestschinsky and William Zukerman lie 
the real facts about treatment of Jews by 
Soviet citizens during World War II. Dr. 
Lestschinsky indicts the Russians for spilling 
more Jewish blood than even the anti-Semitic 
Poles. 

Below printed excerpts from Dr. Lestschin- 
sky’s charges, published last October in The 
New Palestine. If his deductions are accurate 
then the observation is warranted that even 
the best-intentioned governments seem to be 
powerless when ani-Semetic forces are un- 
leashed, and many will erroneously make the 
jump from what Dr. Lestschinsky says to a 
total condemnation of the U.S.S.R. 


Mr. Zukerman, chief European correspondent 
of the Jewish Morning Journal from 1920 to 
1941, in a section, “Has Christian Europe For- 
saken the Jews?” in a volume called “Deadline 
Delayed,” praises the Russians together with 
France, Belgium, Holland, Italy, ete., for sav- 
ing hundreds of thousands of Jews. He reaches 
the following conclusion, even in the case of 
Russia: 


“The facts which have come to light since 
the end of the war in liberated France, 
Belgium, Holland, Italy, the Balkan States, 
Hungary, the Scandinavian countries and- 
Soviet Russia show that, alongside Nazi 
brutalities and persecution, there ran 
among the non-Jewish people in Europe a 
parallel current of humanitarianism and 
aid for the Jews which was more wide- 
spread than Nazi hatred. Everywhere Jews 
were helped to escape from Nazi persecu- 
tion and deportations; they were hidden 
for months and years by non-Jews; Jewish 
children were adopted in hundreds by 
Christian families and brought up as their 
own. Christian churches, monasteries and 
institutions were thrown open to the Jews 
for refuge and protection. Special organi- 
zations and societies of non-Jews were 
formed to feed, clothe and keep the Jews 
alive, and finally to help them escape from 
the Nazis.” , 

As compared to Zukerman, here are Dr. 
Lestschinsky’s devastating conclusions: 

“It now transpires that there was no 
evacuation by the Soviet authorities of 
Jews as Jews in order to save them from 
extermination. Only Jewish officials and 
skilled laborers with their families were 
evacuated before the advancing Germans, 
along with non-Jews of similar categories. 


But even these were not evacuated com. 
pletely. Most of the Jews of the Soviet 
Ukraine and Soviet White Russia and 
especially of the former Polish districts, 
former Roumanian districts, Lithuania and 
Latvia, remained on the spot and were 
subsequently murdered there. 

The local non-Jewish population took a 
very active part in the extermination of 
these Jews. Among the collaborators of 
Hitler wer@® many whose inbred anti- 
Semitism had not disappeared even after 
thirty years under the Hammer and Sickle. 
This is especially true of the Ukrainians. 
It is amazing that while in bourgeois 
France the Christian population managed 
to rescue a full half of their Jewish neigh- 
bors, and while in Belgium and Holland 
additional thousands of Jews were rescued 
with Christian help, in the Soviet countries - 
hardly one per cent of the Jewish popula- 
tion was saved. 

“The following is taken from the June 
27, 1946, issue of Einigkeit, published in 
Moscow: ‘We are told that in Dnieprope- 
trovsk (formerly Ekaterinoslav) there re- 
mained after the evacuation over 20,000 
Jews who were slaughtered by the bestial 
Fascists. On the day when the heroic Red 
Army liberated Dniepropetrovsk, there 
were found in the city some ten or fifteen 
Jewish inhabitants who were rescued 
through varieus accidents and especially 
thanks to the assistance of nearby neigh- 
bors.’ y 
“The city had a Christian population of 
several hundred thousand, even under Ger- 
man occupation. All they saved were ten 
to fifteen Jews. In countries where the 
Christians sympathized with the Jews 
many more were saved, especially Jewish 
children. In Dniepropetrovsk not even 
Jewish children survived. 

“This is not an isolated case. Fewer Jew- 
ish children were saved by non-Jews in 
the U.S.S.R. than even in Poland where 
the Germans found a favorable anti- 
‘Semitic atmosphere for their program of 
extermination. Nor was the guilt of local 
citizens merely passivity. Many Ukrainians 
and Byelo-Russians, like many Lithuanians 
and Letts, exceeded the Nazis in brutality, 
as is testified to by numerous letters in 
the Palestine Hebrew press from former 
Jewish officers and soldiers in the Red 
Army and from Polish Jews returning 
from Russia.” 


The New American Jewish Conerence

This editorial does not wish to overlook the 
several gains in the projected report—the in- 
clusion of the U.S. Jewish scene in the scope 
of the Conference, and several other minor 
eoncessions to the popular will.

His letter to the Jewish sur- 
vivors in Bavaria is to be under- 
stood against this background. 
He simply proceeds from the as- 
sumption that it is better to pre- 
vent a pogrom than to bewail 
it after it has come to pass. He 
also knows, I am sure, that po- 
groms do not break out because 
of the bad behavior of some 
Jews, Yet, he is obviously cogni- 
zant of the fact that a provoca- 
tively a-social behavior, if it re- 
mains unchecked, contributes to 
the conflagration and, at least, 
provides a convenient rationale 
for it. 


Like Jewish leaders in former 
periods of our history, he re- 
‘minds therefore those who have 
strayed from the path of duty 
that “all Israel are responsible 
for one another.” Whether he has 
chosen his words altogether for- 
tunately, I am, of course, not able 
to judge from the isolated (and 
perhaps mistranslated) quota- 
tions which are published in The 
Post. But I do know that he 
would fail in the performance of 


his office, if he were not to try 
his best to protect the great ma- 
jority of decent Jews from the 
danger that arises out of the... 
ostentatiousness of the few who 
put the good name of our people 
to shame. - 
And I think it is just about 
time that we Jews here in Amer- 
ica, far from the front trenches 
as we are, give up confusing 
boastfulness with dignity and im- 
maturity with pride. In other 
words, one may understand why 
insecure people have a tendency 
to bé both touchy and boisterous, 
but, at the same time, one should 
not loose sight of the fact that 
in perilous circumstances, such 
as ours, the survival value is 
most definitely set on intelligen 
judgment and sobriety.

Jewish Arts Festival 
Criticized Severely 
Editor, National Jewish Post: 

It is not my contention that 
American Jewry is fully develop- 
ed culturally. She is not, but she 
is beginning to show signs of the 
eventual growth toa mature 
lady. Therefore I deem the acti- 
vity at Carnegie Hall, March 15, 
in the evening as one of the poor- 
est exhibitions ever sponsored by 
a Jewish group. 

The title of the concert was 
“The Jewish Arts Festival.” 
Some of the material presented 
was excellent but there was very 
little of it. Some of the num- 
bers could have been performed 
at any concert because to me they 
did not have any Jewish touch. 
The lack of modern Hebrew 
songs was obvious. In the main 
most of the songs lacked 
the great emotional appeal which 
is part and parcel of Jewishness. 
There was no great power that 
could stimulate even the body of 
a centipede. Only the politeness 
of some of the audience kept the 
snores from drowning out the too 
often weak music. 

The evening was brought to a 
great climax by the announce- 
ment that the dance groups 
would not be able to go on be- 
cause of the lack of time. At 
least we hoped this would have 
a touch of Eretz. I might give 
my interpretation for this disas- 
trous occurrence, but I’ve done 
enough criticizing for one letter. 

My only hope is that in the fu- 
ture the Festival is done right or 
I hope it is not done at all ! It 
serves no fruitful purpose what- 
soever in its present form, but it 
could have been a magnificent ex- 
hibition of our people’s activities.
